Bobby Fowler has been elected 
captain of the 1959 UTMB football 


Arkansas State Teachers College 
handed the UTMB Vols their first 
defeat on home soil in three years 
Saturday night when they defeat¬ 
ed the home team 13-0. 

The game, witnessed by several 
hundred fans, was played in a driv¬ 
ing rain. The rain and wind doubt 
less had its effect on both teams. 
Out of ten attempted passes, seven 
by UTMB and three by State, none 
were completed. 

Arkansas State took an early 
lead in the first quarter when Jim 
Weatherington plowed over from 
the two-yard line into the end 
zone. They received the ball when 
the Vols were forced to kick three 
plays after the opening kickoff. 

For the remainder ofg the game, 
until the final three minutes, neith 
er team seriously threatened Both 
teams at times showed offense 
strength, but as each approached 
the goal line, they would bog down 
and be forced to kick. 

However, this was State's game 
and finally in the fourth quarter
